Agnew has just performed a successful opera- 
tion on the President. He made an incision for 
a pus cavity which he last night determined had 
formed. The surgeon's judgment wasso uner- 
ring that the cavity was reached at the rst in- 
cision, and a free discharge of pus followed. 
This slight abscess was notin the track of the 
wound, but bad been formed by fragments of 
the splintered rib. The operation was per- 
formed without chloroform or ether, but the 
wounded parts were subsequently etherized. 
The operation bas been entirely successful, and 
the temperature is now normal. The danger 
from this abscess has passed.

An official bulletin just issued says the Pres- 
dent was more restiess during the night. He bad 
another chill before midnight. At 8:15 a. m. bis 
pulse was 98, temperature 98.4, respiration 18. A 
counter-opening was made through the back, 
three inches below the wound, which is hoped 
will increase the chances of recovery.

THE BULLETINS EAGERLY SCANNED.

The citizens, as day 
broke this morning, anxiously looked at the 
public buildings to see whether or not the flags 
were at haif-mast.

THE OPERATION, 
HOW IT WAS PERFORMED, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuinoron, D. C., July 2%4.—It seems that 
last night Dr. Agnew Bad decided for himself, 
from hia conference with the attending sur- 
geons, that the location of the pus cavity was 
at the spot indicated at the first turn in the 
twisting found, and that the accumulation of 
pus in it was due to the splintering of the rib, 
which indeed is now known to have been badly 
fractured. This fact does not seem to have been 
discovered until after the thorough examination 
by Drs. Agnew and Hamilton this morning. Dr. 
Agnew, upon the meeting of the surgeons this 
morning, after a personal and rigorous exam- 
ination of the patient, announced his conciu- 
sions, and stated what he proposed to do. The 
word of the eminent surgeon was of course 
law. Preparations were immediately made to 
perform the operation. Instruments were ready 
at hand. Anesthetics were not needed, as Dr. 
Afuew had determined that none should be ap- 


plied. 
THE OPERATION 

would, of course, be very painful, but, if suc- 
cessful, it would also be very short; and it was 
decided that the shock from the incision wouid 
be less injurious to the President in his very 
weak condition than the administration of ether 
or chivroform would be. This plan met the ap- 
provail of all the ther surgeons in attendance, 
and at 9 o'clock everything was in readiness for 
the operation. The resuit of the incision 
conelusively sbows the unerring judgment of 
Dr. Agnew and his great skiii as an Operator. 
The effect of this counter-opening will be to 
create a new and better outlet for the discharge 
of pus. The counter-opening was made neces- 
sary by the curvature h the ehdAnnet of the 
wound. The ball entered the back and 

STRUCK THE ELEVENTH RIB, 
which is badly fractured. The resistance of this 
rib guve the bullet a downward course, when it 
took anotherfcurve towards the aaterior wall of 
the abdomen. The pus cavity bad formed at 
the point in the main channel of the wound 
where it bad turned downward toward the front 
wall of the abdomen. The cavity formed there 
had obstructed the discharge of pus, as the 
channel which was left unobstructed . between 
the cavity and the mouth of the wound was not 
more than three or four inches. The outer end 
of the mouth of the channel of the wound 
where tho pus is discharged is the highest part 
of the wound, and the pus,in order to be dis- 
charged at ali, has to take an up-hill course to 
reach the outlet. excepting when the body is 
placed in an unnatural position. 

THE DRAINAGE OF THE WOUND, 
therefore, has been extremely difficult, for the 
reason that the pus is all compeiled to flow up- 
wards. Had the bullet taken an upward direc- 
tion, and not injured a vital organ, there would 
have been less danger of an internal abscess, as 
the drainage would bave been downwards. A 
few splinters from the fractured rib fell down- 
wards directly in the track of the wound, and 
lodged at the first turn, some three inches be- 
low the rib, and, adhering to the walis of the 
bullet's channel, formed the pocket of pus 
which caused the alarming symptoms of yester- 
day. The counter-opening made by this incis- 
jon not only gave the President relief, but forms 
anew and more direct outlet for pus from the 
entire:iength of the wound. A drainage-tube 
has been inserted in the incision on the lower 
outiet, while in the upper branch of the channel, 

THE ORIGINAL MOUTH OF THE WOUND, 
another * drainage-pipe about two inches in 
length is inserted, the two drainage pipes being 
something in the nature of a siphon. Some of 
the physicians make the very discouraging 
statement to-night that, owing to the tortuous 
course of the bullet, there is great danger that 
additional pus cavities will form for the reason 
that the inner end of thé bullet's channel is still 
lower down in the body than the new outlet 
which was made to-day, and for this reason, in 
the present condition of the wound, there is 
great danger of abcesses. Should one be formed 
further from the surface of the body than that 
which was opened to-day the difficulties of treat- 
ing it would be greatiy increased. It might be 
difficult to reach it. It might beaserious matter 
to make as deep an ineision as would be neces- 
sary to open it without incurring the risk of 

INJURING SOME INTERNAL ORGANS, 
It is even thought that it may yet be necessary 
to make an opening from the front wall of the

form about the bullet itself. Should subu a 
cavity form, an iustant incision would be neces- 
sary to prevent the danger of biood-poisoning. 
An incision from the front. however, is said to 
be attended with less bazard than the one from 
the back which was made to-day. The scenes in 
the sick-room at the time of the operation were 
similar to those which generally occur under 
like circumstances, with the exception that 
neither ether nor chloroform were administered 
to the President. and that he bore the jiutensely 
painful operation with remarkable fortitude. 
He bad been informed that the surgeons had 
decided to make the incision but a short time 
before they were 
READY FOB OPERATIONS. 

He did not have to endure the suffering which 
anticipation might have given him. The pa- 
tient was laid upon his face, and Dr. Agnew 
performed the operation. The examination 
made early in the morning had determined the 
exact location of the pus cavity. All that re- 
mained to be done was to perform the opera- 
tion. A small spray of ether was at hand with 
which to drench the surface of the new wound 
made by the incision in order to deaden the 
sensibilities of those nerves and sumewhat u- 
léviate the pain, but that trifling application of 
ether did not in any way tend to create uncon- 
sciousness, nor did it much alleviate the pain. 
fhe expert operator made no mistakes. The 
first thrust of the knife reached the spot, and 
the President never moved a muscle nor ut- 
tered a word of complaint, although 

THE PAIN MUST HAVE BEEN INTENSE. 
Whe knife had hardly reached the cavity when 
instant relief was given, and the President, with 
a sigh of gratitude, satd, “Tpank you, Doctor. 
There came from this cavity a very considerabie 
discharge of pus of an extremely offensive odor, 
and with it two small fragments of the splintered

to be expected from the confinement there, as 
the cavity bad doubtless been forming for the 
two or three days of iast week during which the 
temperature bad been gradually rising, and the 
character of the pus was such that, while it 
showed no present indications of biood-poison- 
ing, it also showed that, unless the vity had 
been speedily emptied, blood- poison must in- 
evitably have soon begun. The symptoms of 
yesterday were undoubtedly those of biood- 
poisoning, and were the preliminary indications 
of what would have followed had not the quick 
decision and 


THE SKILLED KNIFE OF DR. AGNEW 
averted for the present at least that terrible 
danger. The operation having been performed, 
the President was made as comfortable as pos- 
sible, but be seemed very much exhausted. 
During the operation the pulse reached a high 
point, but it very speedily fell directly the relief 
incident to the opening of the cavity was given. 
Since that time until now (8 p. m.) the President 
has been relatively comfortable, and in a better 
condition than he has been at anytime for 
thirty-six hours, but he of course is weak, and 
seems to bave been somewhat prostrated by the 
shock. He can move his head from side to side, 
but he cannot raise it from the piliow. 


PRESS ACCOUNT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24.—The condition of 
the President to-day was a source of much 
anxiety, and, in the absence of official informa- 
tion later than the morning bulletin, all sorts of 
wild and unfouuded rumors were in circulation. 
Since the evening bulletin, however, a more 
hopeful feeling has prevailed, and the excite- 
ment of the day has subsided. The attending 
surgeons to-night do not hesitate to say 
that there has been a substantial, and they 
believe permanent, improvement in the Presi- 
dent’s condition this afternoon. Dr. Reyburn 
expresses the opinion that the crisis of the dis- 
turbance caused by the formation of the pus 
cavity has passed, and that there is now every 
reason to expect an abatement if not entire dis- 
appearance of the unfavorabie sywptoms of the 
last thirty-six hours. In explaining the nature 
of the operation performed by Dr. Agnew this 
morning, and the necessity for it, Dr. Reyburn 
made in substance the following statement: 


THE DIRECTION TAKEN BY THE BALL 
after it entered the body was forward and 
slightly downward, until it struck one of the 
ribs. It was then detiected still further down- 
ward and a little to the right, so us to make an 
acute angle with the line of the back. In other 
words, when the probe was introduced into the 
wound to the depth of three or three and a 
haif inches, its direction was such that the 
inner end was only about an inch and a half 
from the outside of the body at the point lower 
down. The examination, which was made in 
the presence of Drs. Agnew and Hamilton this 
morning, showed that a pus cavity had formed 
iu the track of the ball, and beyond the point 
where it gianced from the rib, and that this cav- 
ity would be reached by a direct incision three 
inches below the mouth of the wound. It was 


igdecided at once to perform the operation. 


NO ANESTHETICS WERE GED, 
but the part to be operated upon was benumbed 
by a spray of ether, and a wide cut was made 
into the pus cavity, which was reached at a 
depth of little more than aninch. With the aid 
of a probe and pair of forceps a drainage tube, 
which is a small, flexible tube of rubber per- 
forated with holes, was then introduced into 
the wound made by the bali, and, after being 
carried through the pus cavity, was brought 
out through the newly-made incision. One end 
of the tube then projected from the cut made by 
the surgeon's knife, and the other from the 
mouth of the original wound. As the pus oozed 
into the tube through the perforation it could 
escape from either end, and was repeatedly 
wusned ofit with a weak solution of carbolic acid 
and wate, which was tbrown tbrough the tube 
inastream. The discharge which followed the 
opening of the pus cavity was entirely satisfac- 
tory to the surgeons, and was soon followed by 
„ I.. 
THE DRAINAGE TUBE 

has been left as it was originally piaced, and will 
remain there for the present. If the wound dis- 
charges freely through the new opening, the 
tube may perbaps be withdrawo from the old 
one in order to allow the latter to heal. The in- 
cision made to-day is in a directline with the 
deeper parts of the wound, and it is thought the

pus will escape through it witbout the obstruc- 
tion which impeded its outflow along the track 
ol ball, and which caused the pus cavity. 


THE DOCTORS. 
DR. REYBU RN.

WasuinoarTon, D. C., July 244.—At 9 p. m. the 
President's condition was considered more fa- 
voruble. He bad been resting quietly, and had 
taken some nourishment without disturbing his 
stomach. Dr. Reyburn was quite enthusiastic, 
—more enthusiastic than one so c nservative 
would be expected to be. He expressed in the 
secretary's office the opinion that the President 
would recover,—an opinion which none of the 
pbysicians for forty-eight hours have ventured 
publicly to express. Dr. Reyburn said that 


there was a connection between the 
channel from the mouth of tne wound 
and the new orifice made by § the 


counter opening; that they could pass through 
from one to the other a disinfecting spray; and 
that the discharge from the main cnannei of the 
wound was now free, clear, and healthful, with- 
out any indications of pywmia. Mrs. Garfield, 
who bad been intensely uneasy during yester- 
day. was relieved this morning when sbe heard 
of the successtul result of the operation upon 
the President. She, with all others in the Exec- 
utive Mansion (even if the physicians did not 
speak it above their breath), was afraid of 
blood- poisoning, and she did not feel easy until 
the pus cavity had been discharged. 
DR. HAMILTON, 
soon after the operation this morning, sought 
Mrs. Garfield, and said: The operation has 
beeu successful. The pus cavity is discharged. 
We now have no fear of blood-poisoning from 
this cavity. Weare confident that We shali be 
able now to keep the wound better Crained, and. 
if it is well drained, there should be no serious 
alarm. You must not be apprehensive if there 
are more chills. We some expect them. There 
will be more chills if there is another gathering 
of pus or another cavity is formed, which may 
be possible, but, from the operation and the ob- 
servations, we think it safe to say that the im- 
mediate cause of alarm which has existed for 
the last two days is removed.” 
DR. AGNEW 

afterwards saw Mrs. Garfield and confirmed the 
statement that Dr. Hamilton had made to her. 
It has been learned that Mrs. Garfield has not 
been satisfied for the last few days with the diet 
of the President. He has been permitted, 
among other things, it seems, to eat frizzied 
beef with cream.—something which is indi- 
gestible oftentimes for strong stomachs, and it 
did not agree with him. She is well pleased to 


have Drs. Agnew and Hamilton bere, and Dr. 


Hamilton will now remain, alternating with Dr. 
Agnew. The latter left for Philadelphia this 
evening to attend to some patients who are jna 
critical condition, but will make arrangements 
for the care of them to-morrow and return here 
to-morrow evening. He will then probably re- 
main until all danger is surely passed, or itis 
certain that he will be no longer needed.

The President has experienced no 
rigors to-day; he has not suffered from natsea; 
he has slept a good deal; he has taken a proper 
amount of nourishment; and his fever is abat- 
ing. The wound is discharging freely, and the 
discharge is heaithy. There is no symptom 
whatever of pywmia, and the surgeons do not 
appear to anticipate danger from that cause. 
Altogether the doctors feel greatly encouraged, 
and I believe they feel, although they would 
probably not be willing to say so, that this new 
crisis has been successfully passed.”’ 

Dr. Reyburn declares that there are 

NO SYMPTOMS WHATEVER OF PY.-EMIA, 
and is willing to be quoted to that effect. Dr. 
Reyburn also said that they are now able, owing 
to the incision made to-day, to cleanse the’ 
wound more thoroughly than before, and to 
reap greater advantages from the use of anti- 
septic remgdies. While sitting in Private-Secre- 
tary Brown’s office this evening, one of the 
ushers came up and said, Mr. Brown, will you 
please excuse me for the rest of the night? I 
feel very sick and think I am going to 
have a chill.” The man was evidently 
ill, and was promptly excused. Then Mr. Brown 
said: That is the fourth man now excused on 
account of illness, ali due to malaria from those 
flats yonder. The coachman was taken with 
chills to-day and is shaking now. I wish Con- 
gress would do something besides shilly-shally 
about those Hats.“ 

In the President's case no symptoms of 
malaria have developed, and the physicians 
hope that they may be prevented by tho — 
administration of quinine. But tho President 
and his family ought not to be exposed to such 
a danger when it is within the power of Con- 
gress to remove it. 

HOPEFUL. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. Jaly 24.—The President 
has rested well during the afternoon, 


during the day, and took it with some relish. 
Dr. Agnew left for Philadelphia at 5:40 this 
afternoon, with the intention of returning to- 
morrow night, uniess in the meantime the Pres- 
ident's condition spould so improve that the 
presence of consulting surgeons is not deemed 
necessary. Just before leaving Dr. Agnew said 
he felt hopeful about the President; that he was 
encouraged to Believe that the operation per- 
formed this morning would be followed with 
good results. Dr. Hamilton remains until Dr. 
Aguew returns. The surgeons dressed the 
wound at 6 o'clock, and found 
A GOOD FLOW OF PUS 
discharging from the new opening made to-day. 
As is known, the bullet, after entering the Pres- 
ident, struck a rib and deflected dowuward. 
Dr. Agnew, in performing the operation this 
morning, pushed the knife in about three inches 
below the wound, so that the point of the knife 
entered the track of the wound several inches 
from the mouth of the wound, and the new 
opening made by Agnew went below it. It is 
through this opening made with the knife that 
the flow of pus is now passing. The doctors 
feel very much encouraged at the Pregident’s 
condition to-night. He bas not had a return of 
the chilly sensations to-day, No anasthetie was 
administered. “ 
A DENIAL. 

It has been stated this afternoon, and is be- 
lieved, that the story has been tejegraphed out 
of town that Dr. Hamilton, consulting surgeon 
from New York, expressed the opinion that the 
President's case is utterly hopeless. Dr. Hamil- 
ton bas not made any such assertion, and au- 
thorizes an emphatic denial of the report. 

THE POSSIBILITY OF OTHER PUS CAAITIES., 

In reply to a question whether another pus 
cavity is likely to form and bring about an re- 
curre of the alarming symptoms of yester- 
day, Dr. Reyburn said: “ I cannot answer pos- 
itively, but, as the pus now has free egress, I do 
not think it probable that another cavity will 
form.” 

Being asked whether there was or had been 
symptoms in the President's case of pyamia, or 
blood-poisoning, Dr. Reyburn said. None 
whatever. Rigor of course may ve a symptom 
of pywmia, but it is also a symptom of various 
other complications, and it 

DOES NOT POINT TO PY-EMIA 
in the present case. The pus continues healthy, 
and the characteristic symptoms of py#mia are 
wanting. You may say, upon my authority, 
that no indications of blood poisoning have been 
observed, and we have no reason to expect 
any. 

In conclusion, Dr. Reyburn said the Pres- 
dent’s condition and symptoms to-night are 
more favorable and encouraging than at apy 
time since tne chill of yesterday morning. 

DR. AGNEW IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 24.—Dr. Agnew stat- 
ed to-night, upon bis arrival from Washmgton, 
that the President’s relapse was caused by the 
formation of an abscess where the rib was shat- 
tered by the bullet. The operation performed 
at 9 o'clock this morning, by opening an outlet 
for the accumulated pus, relieved the patient. 
He did not apprehend the formation of another 
pus cavity, as its free escape would be permit- 
ted by keeping the incision open. Beyond “the 
benumbing of the parts with vapor of ether, no 
anesthetic was administered. The President 
bore the operation with bis habitual fortitude, 
and, as he has railied at once after it, bis condi- 
tion was once more regarded as hopeful.” 

DR. HARTIGAN 

said to-night that though he had not seen the 
President he could say very positively that the 
operation had done good. He believes the ob- 
struction in the discharge of the wound had 
caused all the trouble, and that the case now 
looxed hopeful. He said the damming up of the 
pus would produce the symptoms that had ap- 
peared in the President's case. At the depot 
this evening Dr. Agnew said, in reply to ques- 
tions about the President, that there were no 
grounds now for apprehension.
